on the frequency with which we 
a r e 'blinded by the artificialities of 
living that have sprung up in re­ 
sponse to the full purse. 
According to Doctor Appel, there 
is no nation in the world where 
the plane of living has been raised 
to such a high level for the aver­ 
age citizen as in the United* States 
and many luxuries that were for­ 
merly open only to the rich are 
now the common possession of the 
masses. 
While this situation has 
much to commend it, he said, there 
are also other things to consider 
in this connection. 
“After all, money or no money, 
the main factors of health are fresh 
air, pure w ater, adequate shelter, 
rest, exercise and sufficient sun­ 
light. 
Moreover, it makes no dif­ 
ference as to the size of one’s in­ 
come, the requisites are dictatorial 
and compel daily 
recognition 
if 
life is to be happily, healthily and 
lengthily lived,” Doctor Appel said. 
“Automobiles th at supplant legs, 
servants that reduce exercise to a 
painful minimum, rich and con­ 
stantly over-abundant food, shel­ 
tered and shaded office and rooms, 
all arc* indicative of luxurious com­ 
fort and means, but they are de­ 
cidedly not the things that make 
for health. 
“If you are perm itting the re­ 
tract ions of America’s wonderful 
prosperity to blur your judgment 
relative to the a it of living then 
civilization is making a victim of 
you when in reality you should In? 
its master. 
' There is no desire to minimize 
the comforts nm! advantages of tho 
present ago. 
Most o f them direct­ 
ly augment the natural joy ope 
gets out of life. On the other hand, 
a too great fondness Tin* the super­ 
fluities with an attendant sacrifice 
of the fundam entals which the body 
daily requires is supremo foolish­ 
ness.

Early in th** tourist season 
patrolmen are on the alert to 
warn m otorists th at they may 
enjoy but m ust not destroy the 
flowers and plants which add to 
the beauty of hill and valley.

first entry into commercial aviation 
was made by C. M. Keys, president 
of the Transcontinental Air Trans­ 
port, Inc., at the office of Blair and 
company, New’ York bankers. 
In Charge of Equipment - 
The announcement said: 
“Colonel Lindbergh has become 
actively identified w ith the Trans­ 
continental A ir Transport, as chair­ 
man of the technical committee.
